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Our Schools Need Help 


Editorial - By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
During his 1956 campaign Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower promised that if 
re-elected he would try to speed 
up federal aid to education to make 
up for the failure of Congress to 
enact such legislation last year. 
His newly presented school pro­ 
gram is an effort to honor that 
pledge. 


He has put the proposal on a 
four year basis instead of five and 
Is asking 
that the 
government 
spend $2,220,000,000 in that period 
to help states and local school dis­ 
tricts build new schools and addi­ 
tional classrooms. 
Customarily the shortage is ex­ 
pressed in terms of numbers of 
rooms, but this had a cold, imper­ 
sonal sound. 
The President chose 
instead to cast it in human terms: 
Right now we have 2,225.000 chil- 
dren more than there is room for 
in our schools. 
If these children did not get a 
chance to attend any school at any 
time, their painfully underprivileg­ 
ed status educationally would sole 
ly be brought to the country’s at 
tendon in striking ways. Their par­ 
ents would be beating on congres­ 
sional doors as if they were tom­ 
toms. 
As it happens, the impact of the 
"overflow” is not brought to bear 
•harply on these 2,250,000 children 
while the rest go along normally. 
Somehow, under often disgraceful 
conditions, cramped space is made 
evadable for all children of ichool 
age 
Thus the effect of the iboH ige 
is spread far more widely—if tome 
w-hat_ less drastically—than if the 
overflow group was simply depriv­ 
ed of school altogether.

WASHINGTON CP*—May a tax­ 
payer deduct from his income the 
$5 he gave to Hungarian refugee 
relief? 
May he deduct a political 
contribution? 
Those are two of the kind of 
special 
Questions which are pop­ 
ping up this year. 
Everyone is entitled to at least 
the standard $600 deduction which 
allows you approximately IO per 
cent of your income for deductible 
outlay*, even if you spent less than 
that or nothing at all. 
If you claim 
the standard deduction, you cannot 
claim it for more than $1,000. 
In 
most cases it comes to less than 
that. 
Taxpayers who file their return 
on the card form 1040A and those 
who figure their tax from the tax 
table in the official instructions 
1 take the standard deduction. 
It is 
automatically calculated in the tax 
these people owe. 
Taxpayers who compute 
their 
own tax may take either a standard 
or an itemized deduction. 
If your contributions and other 
deductible expenses come to more 
than the standard deduction allows, 
j your best bet may be to list them 
all, in the spaces provided on Page 
2 of Form 1040. 
Listing each de­ 
duction item by-item removes you 
from the percentage and dollars 
limits of the standard deduction. 
The rest of this article is devoted 
to deductions which may be claim­ 
ed if you itemize your deductions. 
It may be worth your while to add 
up your deductible outlays on a 
.separate sheet first, to see if they 
give you a bigger deduction than 
the standard allowance. 
Contributions are deductible if 
they go to religious, charitable, ed­ 
ucational, scientific or literary or­ 
ganizations. so long as the organiza­ 
tion is not operated for personal 
profit and does not carry on prop­ 
aganda or try to influence legisla­ 
tion. 
This means contributions to qual­ 
ified Hungarian relief groups, such 
as the American Red Cross and 
others, are deductible. 
Contributions to the 1956 elec­ 
tion campaign, to candidates 
parties are not deductible. 
Child Care: 
You are not per­ 
mitted to deduct for babysitter fees 
when you go to the movies. 
De­ 
ductions for child care are designed 
prim arily 
for mothers who are 
working 
or actively looking for 
work, or fo r a man who is divorced 
or legally separated or a widower. 


Women and these eligible men 
may deduct up to $600 a year, if 
it costs that much to have some­ 
one look after the child while they 
are at work or seeking work. 
Medical Expenses: Basically you 
are allowed to deduct medical and 
dental expenses if they run higher 
fhan 3 per cent of your income. 
You do not deduct that first 3 per 
cent portion, but you do deduct 
the amount above that. 
If you are 
65 or older, you may deduct all 
your own medical expenses. There 
are ceilings in all cases, 
You may deduct: 
Payments to 
physicians, surgeons, dentists, op­ 
tometrists, qualified psychologists 
and Christian Science practitioners. 
Also the expenses of diagnosis, 
treatment or prevention of a dis­ 
ease; hospital bills, nursing, labor­ 
atory services: eyeglasses, hearing 
aids, drugs (any amount spent for 
drugs over I per cent of your in­ 
come), medical and dental supplies 
(including false teeth and artificial 
limbs), ambulance hire and health 
insurance plans which cover the 
cost of medical care. 
Note: 
If you receive payments 


from a health Insurance plan, or 
are otherwise repaid for your med­ 
ical or dental expenses, your de­ 
duction is reduced accordingly. 
Storm Losses: Generally, the de­ 
duction you may claim for storm, 
flood or other casualty damage to 
your property is the difference be 
tween the value of your who’e prop 
erty immediately before the storm 
and immediately afterwards (be­ 
fore you clean it up). 
The loss 
you claim may not he greater than , 
what you paid for the property. 
Interest: 
The interest you pay 
on a mortgage or a personal loan 
or back taxes may be ducted. 
It 
is clearly designated and easily 
reported. 
Taxes: 
As a general rule, you 
can deduct most state and local j 
taxes imposed directly on you. such ; 
as income, real estate and personal 
property and sales taxes. 
You may 
not deduct: 
Federal sales or ex-j 
cise taxes, federal social security I 
taxes, hunting or dog licenses, wa 
ter taxes or auto inspection fees. 
Let me repeat: 
You may not 
claim any of these deductible items 
unless you list all your deductions 
one-by-one; you may not claim them 
if you take the standard deduction.
